^  OPPOSING  REbuCTION  OF  FEDERAL  GRANTS  FOR'tONSTRUCTION  OF  WATER 
POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILITIES. 

.       WHEREAS,- On  July  2,  1973,  this  Board,  by  Resolution  .No ,  451-73, 
approved  the  San  Francisco  Master  Plar^  for  Wastewater  Management  and 
directed  the  . implementation  of  Stage  I  of  the  Master  Plan;  >nd 

WHEREAS,  The  people  of  San'  Francisco  approved  a  bond  issue 
for  $65;000,000  for  water  pollution  control  in  1970;  ^  sew^'r  bond 
issuer  for  $25,000,000.  in  1972;  and  will  be  asked  to  approve'additional 
bond. issues  for  water  pollution  control  in  1976  and  in  the  future; 
and    . :  ^ 

;  . V^W^  Implementation  of  the  Master  Plan  for  Wastewat^ 

Managdnent  will  cost  approsin^tely  $1  billion,  a  cost  far  in  excess 
of  the  City's  financial  capabilities ;  and 

WHEREAS,  Existing  State  and  Federal  regulations  provide  for 
757o  of  the  .costs  to  be  paid  by  the  Federal  government,  with  an 
additional i 12%%  to  be  paid  by  the  State;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  is  proposing 
amendments  to  PL  92-500  which  would  lower  the  Federal  matching 
portion; of  water  pollution  control  fundus  from  75%  to  60%  for  control 
of  pollutants  for  the  storm  water  component  in  a  combined  sewer 
system;  now,  therefore,  be  it  '•  ' 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  opposes  any  reduction  in  the  per- 
centage of;  Federal  grants  for  any  combined  sewer  flow  projects 
where  the  discharger  must   neet  effluent" limits  and  time  schedules 
for '  abatement  mandated  by  Federal"  or  "State  governments;  and  be-  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  does  memorialize  the  United 
States  Senatorial  and  Congressional  delegation  from  California  to 
vigorously.' pursue  the  highest  possible;, Federal  matching  funds  for 
water  pollution  control  projects  and  to  oppose  any  reduction  from 


elected  representative^  in  the  United  States  Congress.
